Wheat started up with a wild rush, 
opening trades being at 1 1-2 cents ad- 
vance Every one wanted to get May 
lit CI 1-2 and July at tia 1-2, and sellers 
I'ven at such tempting advances over 
baturday'H pric(^s were few. Almost 
instantly 62 cents was being bid May 
and t!3 cents for July, and at it wa« 
(inlv flien that it was fouud possible by 
tlie Kieater number of the brokers hav- 
ing tiuyiag ordm to find plsntj of 

(jeiiert^.

"Now that peace is uegotiar mI and 
armistice proclaimed a permanent ce»a 
tiou of hosrilititM is near at hand. Tne 
terms of peace fixed by our minister- of 
state give us complete satisfaction. The 
peace uud glory thus secured renders 
the present a fitting time to enlighten 
you as to the course of our future 
policy. 

"SVe are rujoiced at tha recent vie 
tories which have enhanced the glory of 
> our empire. At the same time we are 
aware that the end of the roud, which 
must be traversed by the empire iu tha 
march of civilisation, is still far distant 
And remains yet to be attained. We 
tlicivt. I' liMpe, in common Mrith our 
l is.ii .Mdijccis, that we shall idwuys 
guard against self-contentedness, but iii 
a spirit of modesty and humility strive 
to perfect our military defense without 
falling into extreme. In short it is our

When (be defendant arrived in court 
all eyes were turned upon him and he 
wa<( sketched from all points of view by 
e newspaper artists present. The 
pi .soner looked pale and concerned, but 
showed no emotion. 

The photographer exhibited several 
photographs of the si-ene in the church 
anri two enlarged pictures of Marian 
Williams, sliowing the wounds, and thi- 
work of the physicians were exhibited 
and attracted much attention. They 
presented a revoltina sight. 

Mrs Morgan, witli whom Miss Wil- 
liams lived iu Alameda, last saw Miss 
Williams on tliumoruingof the 12th 
iust., and deceased had toltl iier she was 
going to Mrs, Wiy's house. 

Here tlie name of A. E. Williams, 
the father of the dead unl, w.is called, 
but in Ills place a young woni.iii rushed 
to the st.iud and said that no one should 
testify before her. She K'l^'e the name 
of Willi. imson and said that she would 
be the oni^ to judge Uurant and ordered 
him released. The police tried to re- 
move her, but she would not let them 
touch her, hut left the stand voluntari- 
ly after some words. She haii<led an 
incoliercnt letter to tlie clerk, hhe said 
fcUe was sent by God to judf^e Uur.mt. 

The woman was subseiiueiuly identi- 
fied as Laura Lucy (roiild Williamsau 
of 110 Leavi ri Worth stiei'f She ijecLired 
la tself to be all "elUissiU'V of Uod." 
She clisapiR'ared aftOT beiug temoved 
from the CI lurtroom. 

A. K. Wiliiams then took the >taiid 
and identified the puckctlHiuk found in 
Duraiit s oven oat aa one he httd given 
his (laughter. 

Sei'-teaut Burke testified to the find 
ingot tlie pocketbook. He .said there 
was a buiicii of 12 keys in tlie same 
p<K'ket and a single kt'v of the Yale p.it- 
tern. The otiicers stated that one key 
that was on the bunch when he found 
thv. ring in the overcoat pocket was 
mi-ssiiig. 

Sergieant Burns then gave a bit of 
soiisatioual evidence which has not 
come out before. He said that when 
he, in company with other otlicevs, ex- 
amined the lavatory of tlv washroom 
in the back of rtie ciiurch just to the 
rear of the pulpit, he saw blomlstaius 
on the washbasin aud wail just above it. 
H«'rgeiiut Keyiiolds, in charge of the 
searching s(iuiid, had called his attention 
to the stains. 

Muggic 1< it/.patrick identified Durant 
as tlte young man who had called ou 
her and two friends ou Mission street 
near Twenry-sectmd April 18, on the 
night Miss Williams was murderetl. 
bhe said he waa agitated. Anotlier 
girl who was with her corroborated her 
evidence, but could not identify Durant, 
though she identified the cuat and hat 
he wore. 

Mrs. Mary McCoy, a laundress, tcsti 
fled she saw a man and a young woman 
near Emanuel chnxob between 7 and 
o'clock on the I8th. They appeared t 
tie lovers. The man was urging tlie 
girl to accede to some proposition aud 
the girl seemed to be coaxing him not 
to insist. Just as slie passed them, Mrs 
M< c..y heard the man say: "Yon are 
a coward."

Editors Eirniiir] RuUflin : A few words 
with my critic, Prof. Jno. W. McGarvey 
of the Bible OoIleRe, Lexington, Ky., and 

those wlio have road his efTiisionH. 

My first tliougtit was to make no aort 
of reply to the nngrtdotw end anklnd 
criticisms of the Professor, other than to 
think of l^ear'a invocation to tbe tempest, 
" Blow winds, end creok yoar cheeks." 
Tliis conclusion met the approval of a 
number of true friends, persons of cliar- 
•cter and culture. My present apology 
for a obange of mind in the matter, is, 
flret, the extended publicity given Itlie 
cHtioiama (?) by the republication of 
them in the " Christian SUndard," and 
second, the manifest injustice in not 
allowin;; the readers of tlie standard to 
seu only such excerpts from my half-hoar 
talks as the Profcmor oonld bend and 
distort (d H"iiit his purpose. 

I shall not now permit myself to resort 
to his method of contention. Should I 
at any time saj' what would 111' tieneath 
the dignitv of a ^'entleman, — should my 
attontiim bccalle<Ito it,— I shall promptiy 
beg the Professor's pardon. 

It any conception I may hold of 
Christianity is of th<> Korl that fosters or 
necessitates tbe resort to epithets, I will 
feel obligated to renounce at once that 
conception of Christianity. I consider 
it vastly more important to deport my- 
self as a christian gentleman, than I deem 
It important to defend, maintain, or 
propagate any theory of Biblical inter- 
pretation. 

If in the end it shmdd he shown that 
the Bible is the word of (iod, " inspired, 
inerrant and infallible," it would be but 
a means to an end, and tliat end would 
be tiie production of clKiracter, and that 
end ido( more importance than the means 
to attain that end. If one's belief about 
the Bible does not lead to a higher moral 
character than tliose who do not hold 
that belief, then, for that one at least, 
the Bible might as well not have been. 

T will now make the attempt to state, 
as clearly as I can, the purpose I had in 
view in the half-hour talks. 

Localls', tliat wliirli .rtvc rise to my 
purpose, was tbe bold and couiident, and 
oft-repeated declaration, made in private 
conversation and in public addresses, of 
certain religious teachers, " Tliat the 
Book from cover to cover is the inspired 
word of God, inerrant and infallible.' 

This led me to say that the Bible fur 
nishes abundance of testimony, or proof, 
that this claim made for it is not tbe 
truth or reality, and to so teach is to set 
ioi'lh what is not the truth. The same 
thought expressed in other words: the 
Bible in its several parts, and as a whole, 
is not the inspired word of God, inerrant 
and infallible. As a whole it is not tbe 
word of Ood, bat ** contains the word of 
God." 

Xow, since Pfofessor McGarvey has, 
Irom a "sense of duty to the public," 
iiecome my critic, saying nothing of the 
personel or exciting cause whereby he 
became awakened to this " sense of duty," 
his method gives unmistakable evidence 
of a Roman Church fallacy as finely put 
by Rev. Thomas C. Hall of Chicago: 
(Thomas C. Hall is a son of Dr. John 
Hall, of New York,) : " According to the 
Roman conception, Christianity is a series 
of doctrinal daflnitions, a pure teachUig 
revealed direotly from Ood to men. The 
acceptance of these doctrines constitutes 
the acceptance of Christianity and the 
expectation is cherished that apon the 
Burrcn ler of the intellect to these doc- 
trines the whole life will be revolution- 
ised in accordance with them.^But she 
cherishes a false hope that the moral 
life will be a neceseay outcome of the 
honest acceptance of her dogmas, and 
«xperience teaches us that this," — the 
life revolutionised by them, " is simply 
sot the case." 

If the Professor was not theoretically 
such a thorough Romanist as he is. 
whereby he reduces Christianity to a 
aeries of doctrines and dogmas, to which 
the intelleet mast larrender, and than 
the whole life will b« lavolotionized, his 
methods would b« quite different. 

His failure to exhibit the Christian 
spirit and the tolerance of his Master 
makes one extremely shy iu tbe recep- 
tion of his RonuuKdormatio-intellectaid- 
revolutionalizing theory. It is (jnite 
fp >ciouB and catching as a theory, but 
valoabla <mly as a theory. The one 
h^iMjr from which the Bible and 
Christianity has suffered more than from 
all else, is the heresy of over-statement 
an 1 over-emphasis of friends and 
apologists, stating and emphasizing that 
in which the Bible is silent, or what in 
ill pages is flatly denied.

A km jaara ago the Professor was the 
talioot champion for the non-use of the 
organ as an aid in the church worship, 
basing his conclusions upon the sileniH' 
of the New Testament. Still later, he 
and his educational en-adjutora were the 
preferred referees defending the subjec- 
tion, degradation and silence of women 
in the chnreh; holding she is not per- 
mitted to "speak" because of the 
authoritative statement of Paul com- 
manding her "silence" in some matters 
which were of purely local roncctn. 
And still earlier, tbe Professor defended 
American slavery as a "divine institu« 
tion," by cllitig Bihlf nutlinril;/ for it. 

Now since the church from a wider in- 
duction of facts finds ample reasons for 

rejecting his dogma of "silence," and the 
F*auline dogma concerning women, and 
since advancingcivilization ha.s destroyed 
his "divine institution," American slav- 
ery, would it comport with Christian 
manliness for me to advise the Professor 
"to go to Sunday school," or to declare 
him an "ignoramus" because he blunder- 
ed in interpretation; bhinilered so seri- 
ously and flagrantly in these matters 
that almost the entire Christian world 

has rrj. ti. il /iM interpfitafiiih '.' 

However naively the Professor may 
indulge in his favorite pastime— dog- 
matics— there is more serious work for 
him. Living as he does in constant 
horror of heresy, he will yet find more 
leroic work than a fusilade of spite and 
contempt, of sneers and flings. We are 
the heirs of a new day. The past is to 
be relegated to those of pn-latical and 
popish turn of nund. The great gift con- 
ferred by Protestanism, the right of "in- 
dividual interpretation," is liearing its 
fruit, a just suspicion of all popes, little 
popes and bit; popes, popM either in 
Rome or Lexington. 

Again, for the sake of emphasis, I will 
repeat what was the purpose of the 
"Half-Hour Talks on the Bible." It was 
to show the unreality and fallacy of tbe 
claim, an "inerrant and infallible book." 

Will you, Professor, have the grace to 
squarely meet the issue? The Bible 
either is, or it is not God's word. It 
either contains, or it does not contain 
God's word. If either is errant, or it is 
inerrant. It either is fallible, or it is in- 
fallible. That he means to dodge the 
issue in his criticism is apparent iu this; 
when I cited the contradiction in the 
statement, "Satan moved David," and 
"the Lord moved David:" on this 
the Professor remarked in bis thrill- 
ingly Incid way, "I wonder if the man 
has lived this long without learning that 
some things done by Satan, are also done 
by the Lord, Satan doing a part and 
the Lord doing a part." No, 1 have not 
lived long enough to learn tliis. I have 
never studied his theory of divine and 
.'^atanic co-partnership originated and 
designed to harmonize all contradictions 
His flexible, elastic and warranted not 
t3 "cut in the eye, ravel or run down at 
the heel" theory to meet $A\ supposed or 
supjiosable diilic ultie-^. Pardon this 
seeming levity, but to apeak of it soberly, 
woald be to exaggerate its importance. 
If the Professor was gis-en to jokiiit;, I 
would think this theory a huge joke. 

Take another instance of his thrilling 
lucidity. He says of "(iod tempting 
Abraham," and James' statement, "that 
God tempts no man," "Again I wonder 
if he has lived so long wittiout learning 
that the word tempt iu the Bible means 
to try, and that the trial may be' for a 
good purpose or for an evil one?" 

Yes, I hare long since known that tbe 
right word to use is "try or trial." But 
I was not discussing the morale of "tempt 
or try," bat citing the conflicting state- 
ments. 

I beg the reader's pardon for citing this 
much, but hope by so doing to show 
souie of the marvelous feats of this Bible 
College exegete; and to further show 
how flexibloseriptore is when pre-sup- 
positions are to be maintained and de- 
fended, such as God and the devil in 
co-partnersiUp. 

Let us now see if we can discover the 
Professor's attitode towards our conten- 
tion, i. e., the Bible asa wliole is not the 
insphred, inerrant and infallible word of 
Ood. His attitude towards this is the 
matter of tirst and prima importance, 
and not his ability as a taxtual exegete. 
Textual criticism ammai the Bible to 
be the word of Ood, but if the assump- 
tion is challenged, it is helpless or in- 
competent to meet the challenge. About 
the best if can do is to follow the Profes- 
sor's method, cri'ate funciiul interpreta- 
tions such as God and the devil in co- 
partnership : " God doing a part and the 
devil doing a part." 

In your book, "Tbe Text and Canon," 
at page 11, you say, "Asa result of these 
investigations, the number of these var- 
ious readings, that is, readings dilTerent 
from those iu th^ text commonly used, 
which are to be found in the hundreds of 
ditierent manuscripts, is now estimated 
at not less than 120,000," and in a foot 
note, "some authoit estimate higher." 
Aa tha oldsst manoioripti whioh hava 




been preserved doubtless are copies of 
copies munv times copied, have we any 
assurance, do we knowtiiat in the details 
they bear a rioee rpsemblsnce to the au- 
tographs ' What wc ilo know is, there 
are material and pronounced variations 
in the extanl copies, and the most natu- 
ral inference is, there would be decided 
ami marked difierent readings between 
liie oldest we have aud the original au- 
tographs. As evidence of the presump- 
tive difl'erence in the readitigs as research 
goes back of our oldest manuscripts, I 
cite the find of Miss Lewis in 1803, of a 
Syrian manuscript at the convent on Mt. 
.'^inai, presumed to balong to about A. l\ 
170. 

Another presumption is e(|iially natu- 
ral, ami jirobahlc, i. e. there wou'd 
doubtless be a very noticeable difl'erence 
between some of tbe autographs and the 

oral gospel tradition. 

These variations in readings are no oc- 
casion for serious alarm, for historic crit- 
icism is making it plainer each year how 
they cauje about. But the question now 
is, how do they stand related to an "in- 
spired, inerrant and infallible Book?" or 
to your dogma, '-Infallibility of the Scrip- 
tures'.'" At pav'o I, "Text and Canon," 
you say, "Moreover, an autlientic account 
of the Christian religion, which should fall 
short of infalliliility. would leave tin- 
mind a continual prey to iloubt in regard 
to its exact teaching and requirements ; 
' ' but our inipiiry will not reach 
the result thai is desirable, unless we lind 
proof that the Scriptures are infallible." 

P>y your oft-repeated concessions of 
thousands of different readinifs^uot dif- 
ferent alone in the sense of varyiti;: ac- 
counts of the same thing, but ditierent 
by the introduction of now and (ontra- 
dictory matter— inter|M)!ations, etc., etc., 
you do not reach "tbe result that in desir- 
able," for the evident reason yon do not 
reach "/(/'")/' that the Scriptures arc infal- 
lible;" lor the evident reason you never 
do or can get out of the realm of diiTering 
and conflicting; readiu^rs. 

It the original autographs were in e.\- 
istence— and you concede they are not— 
they would be the criteria by which to 
correct and judge all subsei|uent copies. [ 
There is, therefore, no criteria beyond an i 

appioximate judgment, a probabilitv. If i i^ofvp-wuniiny nftornaon on

the.\' would not furnish a criteria for the 
' infallibility of the Scriptures, the "re- 
sult" you deem so "desirable," for even 
then we would have human language, 
and the Scriptures put into the symbol of 
human speech never hm or ran reneh "in- 
fallibility." A quest ion. Professor : M.iy 
a writing or document be "authentic" 
and yet not infallible? If you answer 
j'es, then you admit my jtremise; if you 
answer no, then you discredit all human 
history, for no human history is infalli- 
ble. 

Plainly, then, the Bible we use, in 
whatever translation or revision, does 
not go to the original source by several 
hundreds of years. What we have is 
errant and fallible. IIow, then, can the 
declaration of certain religious teachers 
be the truth ? or your quest, "the resnlt 
so desirable," -the ''infaHihility of the 
.Scriptures" — ever be more than the pur- 
suit of a phantom? Respectfully,
